PILGRIMAGE FROM ENGLAND TO P ARA Y -LE-MONIAL, IN 
HONOUR OF THE SACRED HEART. 

At this time, when the Church is going through a 
period of extraordinary tribulation in the person of 
the Supreme Pontiff, of her Bishops and Priests, and 
of the religious orders — her strength and her glory 
— the feeling, natural to all Christians, that in prayer 
alone can be found the remedy for all these evils, is 
now assuming a form which has been in all ages one 
of the most vivid expressions of Catholic Faith— 
that of pilgrimages to those sanctuaries where an- 
cient devotion or recent graces have led men to ex- 
claim as the Patriarch Jacob at Bethel : ‘ Indeed, 
the Lord is in this place. 1 

So instinctive, if we may so speak, so spontane- 
ous, and so rapid in its spread has been this pious 
impulse, that it would seem to indicate a special 
correspondence with the needs of the present period. 
The ease with which men unite for various pur- 
poses, the facility with which space is traversed and 
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thoughts transmitted in our days, has often served 
the interests of Satan and his agents. The followers 
of Jesus Christ are now using these means for an 
opposite end. In the face of an infidel and blas- 
pheming world they feel impelled openly to proclaim 
their love for our Divine Lord, and to call upon Him 
* who alone is great and does wonderful things’ to 
give ear unto their prayers. France, Germany, Italy, 
Switzerland, and Belgium all share in this holy 
movement. We Catholics in England propose to 
take our part in it. 

It will be well to make special mention of the 
place which has been fixed upon as the object of our 
Pilgrimage. Those who have read the life of the 
Blessed Margaret Alacoque are already familiar with 
the name of Paray-le-Monial ; but there may be many 
who do not know the reason why this small and 
obscure French town is connected with the devotion 
of the Sacred Heart, and why numberless pilgrims 
have gone thither during the month dedicated to its 
worship, to pray for their Church and for their 
country ; for Rome and for France. 

Exactly two hundred years ago a miracle of di- 
vine love took place in the humble little Convent 
of the Visitation at Paray, which opened the source 
of all the graces which have flowed ever since from 
the devotion to the Sacred Heart of Jesus. 

To a humble daughter of St. Francis of Sales, 
who had nursed in her pure and child-like soul an 
ardent love to our Blessed Lord, that Divine Saviour 
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appeared. He saw her at prayer under a tree in the 
little garden of the convent, as He once saw Na- 
thaniel under the fig-tree, and to that heart that had 
no guile He vouchsafed to intrust the message that 
promised countless blessings to all who would honour 
with a special love and devotion His Sacred Heart 
— ‘that Heart that has loved men so much and has 
been so little loved in return.’ 

Through good and evil report, through persecu- 
tion and contempt, humbly and peiseveringly, that 
pure soul bore witness to the desire of her Lord, and 
delivered this message of boundless love, until the 
hearts of men began at last to believe in it, and to 
test and to experience its truth. 

The Church set her seal on this devotion; re- 
cognised, proclaimed, and recommended it to the 
faithful 

This year, therefore, which is the second cen- 
tenary of that gracious revelation, has been chosen 
as one of special appeal to the Sacred Heart of our 
Lord ; one so urgent, so unanimous, and so humble, 
that it cannot fail to reach that Divine Heart, and 
to move it to compassion ; and Paray-le-Monial, the 
scene of our Lord’s apparition to His chosen daugh- 
ter, has been selected as the most fitting place for 
that appeal. It is a singular fact that it was in 
London that the special devotion to the Sacred 
Heart was for the first time alluded to in a public 
manner. Father la Colombi&re, S. J., touched upon 
it in a sermon which he preached on Corpus Chnsti, 
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1677, in the Chapel of St. James’s, before the 
Duchess of York — afterwards Queen Mary Beatrice. 

We have now only to add that his Grace the 
Archbishop of Westminster, and many of our Bi- 
shops, have given their warmest sanction and en- 
couragement to the pilgrimage from England, and 
their blessing to all those who take part in it ; and 
we would point out that this may be done in various 
ways. Those who cannot perform the pilgrimage 
themselves may enable others by their contributions 
to join in it, or may help to make an offering at the 
Shrine, or contribute to the Fund ; and offerings for 
this purpose, as well as for the general objects of the 
pilgrimage, will be thankfully received by the Com- 
mittee. All who help to make known and to re- 
commend this national Catholic act of homage to 
our Blessed Lord will aid its success and share in 
its graces.

God, but also against the civil life of men, against 
the truths of the natural order and the instinctive 
laws of morality, the only safe defence for mankind 
is to be found in the Most Sacred Heart of our 
Redeemer. When the flood of Divine wrath which 
is now threatening the world shall have come, he 
that shall be in this ark shall be saved, he that 
shall be found out of it shall perish. The king- 
doms also and the nations which, with an obstinate 
audacity, have long refused to serve God and His 
Christ shall, as the Holy Spirit has foretold, be 
destroyed by mutual slaughter, and by a just judg- 
ment be soon scattered like smoke before the face 
of the Lord. Go then, dearly beloved son, you and 
your companions, and, in the sight of this world, 
which knows not how to pray, make supplication to 
the most loving Heart of Jesus.

ynu with earnestness for our beloved England, that 
from the side of Jesus, which was opened for us 
with the lance, the fulness of all sanctity and forti- 
tude may flow down upon us. Giving thanks, there- 
fore, to you and your companions for the devout 
pilgrimage which, also in our name, you are about 
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to undertake, we lovingly and from our hearts be- 
stow our blessing on you 3 and we earnestly com- 
mend you all to the loving charity of our brethren 
the Bishops of the Catholic Church, and of all the 
Clergy and Faithful, that in every good service they 
may be at hand to help you.

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BRIEF OF THE HOLY FATHER ON THE FRENCH 
PILGRIMAGES. 

The following is the text of the Reply of his 
Holiness to the Address recently presented to him 
on the occasion of the pilgrimages to Paray-le- 
Monial : 

To our dear sons Lucien Brun, G. de Belcastel, 
Count Abbadie de Barrau, and to all the Depu- 
ties of the National Assembly of France who, 
with the intention of devoting themselves to the 
Sacred Heart, have organised the Ceremony of 
Supplication at Paray-le-Monial, Lyons. 

Pius IX., Pope. 

Dear Sons, Salutation and Apostolic Benedic- 
tion, — We have not doubted, dearly-beloved sons, 
that there would rise again in France, after the long 
darkness of error, the Sun of Justice, so soon as we 
perceived that it was manifestly preceded by that 
joyful Aurora, the Mother of Grace. It is she who 
by her presence has made this nation emerge from 
its sleep ; it is she who has gently drawn the people 
— she who has attracted all these eager crowds by 
numberless benefits, so that she might out of all 
make for her Son a kingdom. Already, dearly-be- 
loved sons, you have been led by this gentle mother; 
already you have gone straight to her, placing your- 
selves under her protection; and already of your 
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own accord you devote to her yourselves, all that 
you have, and your country. It is truly a spectacle 
worthy of men and of angels to see these eager 
legions of Christian men and women, who, without 
any instigation from ecclesiastical authority, but only 
to its great joy and under its moderating influence, 
pour themselves spontaneously into the sanctuaries 
to ask pardon for having so long kept aloof from 
God, and to offer that humble and contrite heart 
which knows no repulse. When we consider that 
all these evils originated with those who at the end 
of the last century seized the supreme power, intro- 
ducing the horrors of a new right, and propagating 
the fictions of an insensate doctrine ; when we re- 
member that from that source, too, came the perverse 
use of the forces and the armies from whence, amid 
the total subversion of political power in Europe, 
came those seeds of disorder which, each day being 
scattered further and further, have little by little 
conducted the world to the condition of ceaseless 
disturbance — we feel an extreme joy at seeing the 
return of France to God beginning with eclat , and 
begun by those who have been deputed to busy 
themselves with public affairs, to make the laws and 
govern the people, and by those who, placed at the 
head of the land and sea forces, reform the force of 
the nation. This concord of right and of might to 
render homage to the Most High, to whom belongs 
all strength and wisdom, presages a future in which 
the reign of error will be destroyed, and in which, 
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consequently, the origin of evils will be destroyed to 
the very root. It gives, at the same time, the hope 
of a perfect reorganisation of things, of a solid tran- 
quillity, and a full restoration of the greatness and 
glory of France. For He who is great by power, by 
judgment, and by justice will give wisdom, intelli- 
gence, and firmness to those who believe in Him 
with a perfect heart, and He will scatter with muni- 
ficence His gifts of grace among the people who 
devote themselves to Him, and who trust in Him. 
This is what we augur for you; this is what we 
augur for your country, dearly-beloved sons. In this 
hope, as pledge of the support of heaven, and as 
witness of our paternal affection, we give with our 
whole heart, to you and the whole of France, our 
Apostolic Benediction. 

Given at Borne, near St. Peter's, the 24th July 
1873, in the 28th year of our Pontificate.

(b) As soon as the train starts, the Binerarium, fol- 

lowed by the Litany of the Sacred Hearty 
should be said in each compartment. Seven 
Paters and Aves for the Pope, the perse- 
cuted Bishops, and the Church. 

(c) Between London and Newhaven, the Joyful 

Mysteries of the.Rosary to be said publicly 
for the conversion of bad Catholics. 

(d) In the port of Dieppe, before landing, the Mag - 

nificat will be sung. 

(e) Between Dieppe and Rouen, the Sorrowful Mys- 

teries of the Rosary, followed by prayers 
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for the conversion of England, to be said in 
common. 

(f) An hour’s silence after leaving Rouen, to allow 

time for the Divine Office and private de- 
votions. 

(g) The Glorious Mysteries of the Rosary to be said 

in common, shortly before reaching Paris, 
for the conversion of sinners. 

(h) In Paris, about 8 p.m., in the Church of the 

Jesuit Fathers, Rue de Sevres, Sermon, fol- 
lowed by Benediction of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment. 


Wednesday, Sept. 3. 

(a) Holy Mass at 5.30, in Notre Dame des Victoires. 

(b) On the journey from Paris to Paray the same 

prayers will be said, the same order and 
about the same time will be followed, as 
yesterday. 

(c) Arriving at Paray, the Procession will be formed 

and walk to the shrine singing : 1. ‘ Jesus, 
my Lord, my God, my all ;’ 2. The ‘ Ave 
Maris Stella;* 3. ‘Immaculate;’ 4. ‘To 
Jesu’s Heart, all burning.’ 

(d) In the Church of the Saint’s Shrine, if time 

will allow, Benediction of the Blessed 
Sacrament, followed by the Hymn, ‘ God 
bless our Pope.* 

(e) Confessions will be heard afterwards in the 

parish church. 
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4. Thursday, Sept. 4. 

(a) From midnight, the Altar of the Apparition will 

he reserved for the Priests of the Pilgrimage. 

(b) The Mass of the General Communion will he 

at 8. After the Gospel there will be an 
instruction, followed by the Act of Repa- 
ration for our own sins and those of our 
nation. 

(c) At 3 p.m., Solemn Vespers of our Lady, followed 

by an instruction preparatory to the Act of 
Consecration of our Nation to the Sacred 
‘Heart. The Benediction of the Blessed 
Sacrament and Te Deum will close the 
Public Devotions of the Pilgrimage. 

N.B. At the end of each exercise the following 
should be repeated :

Be- 
hold how hell is being filled with souls redeemed by thy 
Blood. Have oompassion, we beseech thee, O most pitiful 
and loving Saviour, upon the souls in our land, which is so- 
lemnly consecrated to thy Heart. Bring home upon thy 
shoulders to the fold the wanderers in the paths of ignorance 
and error : touch with the fire of thy charity the hearts that 
have grown cold and indifferent to thy service. Grant, we 
implore thee, to our fervent supplications, through the tears 
and sorrows of thy Heart, through thy Precious Blood and 
thy bitter Passion and Death, the conversion of innumerable 
souls, with whom we may praise thee for ever and ever. 

Moreover, we choose the ever-blessed Virgin Mary for our 
Mother ; to her most pure heart we also consecrate ourselves, 
promising our earnest endeavours to spread around us a devo- 
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tion to this most tender and Immaculate Mother, according to 
the mind of the Church. 

Lastly, we choose St. Joseph, the foster-father of Jesus, the 
spouse of Mary, and the faithful guardian of them both, to be 
our patron and protector in life and in death. May he teach 
us how to pray, how to live with Jesus and Mary, and how to 
die in their arms ! 

We beseech thee, O Lord Jesus Christ, of thy immense 
goodness and clemency, that thou wouldst deign to receive this 
oblation of ourselves in the odour of sweetness ; and that as 
thou hast inspired us with the desire and the will to make it, 
so thou wouldst grant us the graces necessary to complete it. 
Amen.
